Two accidents, one ol which proved
fatal, occurred during the course o
the race. On the sevententh lap Aldo
Franchi, driving a Pusun, went
through the fence on the home atretch
and plunged into the underpinning of
the grandstand, Franchi was thrown
free from the car when it was sent
hurling through the air,’ but Dan
